The Republican party in Massachusetts was returned to power on Tuesday, 
by substantial majorities for all the office-holders. The result of the election again 
places that party in completé control, for the first-time since 1910 when Eugene 
N. Foss, Democrat, defeated Eben S. Draper for ‘the governorship. This year 
Samuel W. McCall won from David I. Walsh in a close fight by 6.500 votes. 

Thevoting this year in Massachusetts was the heaviest ever recorded in an 
off year. This was due to the aggressiveness 6f the campaigners, the issues 
involved, and in the case of both gubernatorial candidates their individual popu- 
ularity brought to them hundreds of votes. In the large cities, as usual, Governor 
Walsh polled.a heavy vote, while Mr. McCall gained his lead in the smaller cities

All the other Republicans on the 


ticket below the Governor. were carried | 
into office with pluralities ranging from | 


20,000 to 50,000. Calvin Coolidge won 
by a large margin for the office of 
Lieutenant Governor over Edward P. 
Barry, a former Lieutenant Governor. 

In the county and district elections, 
Republicans were also victorious. Hon. 
Louis S. Cox defeated the present in- 
cumbent, Michael A. Sullivan, for the 
office of District Attorney, and Samuel 
A. Johnson retained his office of Sheriff, 
defeating Edgar M. Earley of this town 
decisively. 

In the County Commissioner fight, 
James C. Poor was returned to office 
for a period of three years, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, Fred O. Spaulding, 
being éasily defeated. 

James R. Tetler of Lawrence will 
again go to the Massachusetts Senate for 
another year, his opponent, John E. 
Cuddy, Jr., losing in a close fight.

Representative Elect 


In the local contest for Representa- 
tive, Nesbit G. Gleason, the Republi- 
can candidate won by a wide margin 
over his two opponents, William J. 
Cronin, Democrat, and Thomas E. 
Rhodes, who ran on an Independent 
Republican _ nomination paper. Mr. 
Gleason received more than twice as 
many votes as the other two candidates 
combined, and his victory was due to 
his systematic and thorough study. of 
political matters in the town. Thomas 
E. Rhodes secured third place to William 
J. Cronin, the latter receiving 387 votes 
and the former 216. 

The polls opened at 6 o’clock on Tues- 
day morning and remained. open until 
5 o’clock in the afternoon. The vote 
was the largest ever recorded in Ando- 
ver, 1432 votes being cast in the tWo 
precincts. Pleasant skies in the morn- 
ing, with a mild temperature, brought 
out many voters early, and, by 12 
o’clock over 700 ballots had been cast. 
A. squall, with a strong wind and rain, 
between 10 and 11 o’clock, interfered 
with the voting to some extent, but by 
noon the sun_was shining again and for 
the remainder of the afternoon the 
voting was heavy. 

Other. interesting features cf the 
election were the votes on the four 
special articles affixed to the ballot. 
These articles included the proposed 
suffrage amendment, which was de- 


| feated decisively by over 132,000 votes. 


The so-called Homestead and Income 


Tax amendments were adopted by large | 


majorities. The article calling for the 
local representative to be instructed to 


| support the initiative and referendum 


was carried by more than two to one. 

The appearance, for the first time in 
this town, of the suffrage amendment, 
was the cause of considerable interest 
in the voting and no doubt was in a 
measure responsible for the extraor- 
dinarily large vote all over the State. 
In Andover the work done in the last 
two months by the supporters of 
“Votes for Women” has been strenu- 
ous and energetic. Placards and other 
advertising matter have been fgeely dis- 
tributed, and no voter was left without 
some instruction “regarding the advan- 
tages of having his wife, sister or mother 
attend the voting booth with him. 
Right up to the last minute this cam- 


paign has been waged, the last appeal | 


being, issued in the form of an answer 
to a poem which appeared in last week’s 
Townsman. This poem, written by 
Professor Charles H. Forbes of Phillips 
Academy, appeared in the store win- 
dows on Ronday, and was as follows:

The Boston Laymen’s Convention 


At a meeting recently of the chairmen 
of committees of the Boston Convention 
of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, 
the growing momentum of the. move- 
ment was evident. There was also 
brought out more clearly several dis- 
tinctive features of the movement which 
emphasize its popular nature. ; This 
effort is an appeal to the best there is 
in men to put that.best to the best use, 
to recognize the really serious and 
worthy concerns of life as against the 
trifling and cheap, to bring the men of 
Eastern Massachusetts face to face 
with the unprecedented crisis which is 
forced upon Americans by the Euro- 
pean War, and to submerge all de- 
nominational lines in the common effort 
to make the churches equal to their 
duties and responsibilities and to get 
a stronger grip‘on the average man. 

For these ends the organization of 
the convention is in a vigorous condi- 
tion. At this meeting at the American 
House, mentioned above, different 
phases of the movement were presented 
by the chairmen of the several commit- 
tees, following an opening address by 
Congressman Frederick W. Dallinger, 
who represents a material part of the 
former McCall district in the national 
House. He referred ta the seventy dif- 
ferent conventions which will be held 
in various large centers of the country” - 
during the coming winter, the over- 
turning of established business, social 
and religious conditions by the war in 
Europe, the need of prompt action to 
meet the emergency, and the thorough- 
ness of the organized effort to arouse 
all the churches in Eastern Massachu- 
setts to an active share, each one of 
them, in the general advance for better 
religious and public life. 

He was followed by Cornelius Van der 
Pyl with a statement of the varied and ° 
excellent program for each of the days 
from Sunday, November 14, to Novem- 
ber 17, inclusive. Then Ethelbert V. 
Grabill, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, told of arrangements for financ- 
ing the enterprise by registration fees 
of one dollar for each attendant. Duane 
White, chairman’ of ‘the publicity com- 
mittee, sketched the preparations which 
have been made to inform the public 
{of the preliminaries and then of the

In a total vote, almost the largest 
ever cast in Massachusetts, Samuel W. 
McCall has been elected Governor. 
The chief significance of the large vote 
is the evidence of an interest in the 
election just closed that has probably 
not been matched in Massachusetts in 
the history of its political contests.

Today the wages paid are just three 
times as much as they were seventy 
years ago, and instead of sixty-nine 
hours a week, the Factory Act for 
Ireland, Scotland and England, which is 
rigidly enforced, makes the hours of 
work for women and children fifty-six 
hours. Many factories run only fifty- 
five hours, as they find that on Saturday 
the fifty-six hour regulation is a bother 
and they just run their mills fifty-five 
hours a week. 

It.may be difficult in this country to 
get all the States to have equal laws as 
to the hours of work in textile factories, 


Strikes 


The general unrest and discontent of 
what are called the working classes in 
this country just now, and the strikes 
here and there all over the country, are 
getting to be serious problems to settle. 
One thing about these strikes is that 
it is not the low-paid workmen that 
cause the trouble. The demand for 
eight hours work a day and the same or 
higher pay than they were getfing for 
nine hours, is made by workmen who 
are now earning fully three dollars a 
day. “Eight hours’ work, eight hours’ 
sleep, eight hours’ play and eight shil- 


lings a day” was the “slogan cry” of 
the Chartists and Socialists and what 
were called madmen, by sober thinking 
people, sixty years ago. Today the 
demand for eight shillings a day (two 
dollars) has been madeé”™almost ridicu- 
lous when compared, with the wages 
now paid here. 

Eight hours” work a day is now the 
almost universal rule in all trades and 
it is nearer to eight dollars a day than 
gant shillings a day that is now askéd 
or. 


yet with a little patience we may get a 
Federal law to regulate the hours of 
work for women and children. | If I am 
not mistaken, this State of Massa¢hu- 
setts has as short a week’s work as any 
State in the Union. \. 

The grand difficulty of settling a 
strike even by courts of arbitration; just 
teaches us that one particle of common 
sense on both sides will arrest a strike. 

I close this rather “unstriking” letter 
by saying that I have a right to strike 
but have no right to compel another 
man to do likewise.

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The demand for all kinds of goods 
from Europe for war purposes has made 
a demand for labor, and the laborers 
naturally want a share of the profits 
on munitions of war. Many people 
imagine that rifles, shells and cartridges 
are the only munitions of war. Blan- 
kets, shoes, canned meats, horses and 
mules are all munitions of war. No 
man can tell how long this war may 
last, but it does not require a prophet 
to predict that Wall Street will be in a 
panic when the war is over, and work- 
ing people will not be on strike, but will 
be out of work and wendering, to use 
a Yankee phrase, where they can 
“strike a job”. 

It cannot be long before the hours 
or women and children in factories will 
be reduced from fifty-four to forty- 
eight hours a week, and the wages paid 
for forty-eight hours’ work will not 
be lower than for fifty-six hours. When 
the hours of labor in Great Britain 
for women and children were reduced 
from sixty-nine hours to sixty, many 
fignorant workers were afraid that their

SUMMING UP ELECTION 


Washington, Noy. 4.—The election 
returns found the administration with 
mixed emotions. While Democratic 
leaders were largely disappointed by 
Republican victories in Massachu- 
setts, New Jersey, the president's 
home state, New York, Ohio : ana 
Pennsylvania, they found solace in 
Maryland's. and Kentucky's choice of 
Democratic governors. 

Local issues were asserted by 
Democratic leaders to be responsibie 
for the defeat of Governor Walsh of 
Massachusetts py the Republicans. 
At Republican headquarters the same 
cause was assigned for election of a 
Democratic governor in Maryland. 

Walsh's defeat was regarded as the 
most significant political barometer, 
although the administration feels that 
the small Republican majority, aided 
by the return of Progressives to “the 
fold,” disputes claims of a Republican 
“sweep.” 

Elimination of the Progressive vote 
and defeat of the New York constitu- 
tion, in its bearing on Senator Root’s 
presidential boom, were regarded as 
the chief political straws of 1916. 
Loss by the Progressives of legal 
party status in Massachusetts and 
general return of Bull Moose else- 
where to the Republican party were 
considered significant. 

Political opinion is divided as to 
whether Root’s candidacy would be 
harmed by defeat of the New York 
constitution. That between now and 
convention time the New York local 
issue will cease to be a factor in 
Root’s personal career is declared by 
some. 

Continuation of the national prohi- 
bition fight in congress was forecagr~- 
ed at naational Prohibition head- 
quarters. Reduced majority of the 
Ohio “wets” caused satisfaction to the 
“dry” leaders, they said. 

While administration leaders de- 
clined to comment on the elections, it 
is known that they entertain the view 
that the results show that if the Re- 
publican party is united in 1916 the 
Democrats have a rocky road to 
travel. 

Nevertheless, administration lead- 
ers insist that while Tuesday's elec- 
tions indicate the , Democratic or- 
ganization is not as strong as they be- 
Heved they are still of the opinion 
that Mr. Wilson is stronger than his 
party, and cannot be beaten in 1916. 

Republican leaders who are in 
Washington assert that if the presi- 
dent and his administration are as 
strong “as has been represented the 
Democrats should have gained smash- 
ing victories in all the states in which 
elections were held. 

In the case of Governor Walsh and 
in the Twenty-third district of New 
York, where William S. Bennet, the 
Republican. candidate for congress, 
made the tariff the issue, the ad- 
ministration was on trial. 

Political leaders of all parties were 
interested in the returns from New 
York largely because friends of Root 
argued that if the proposed constitu- 
tion won Root undoubtedly would get 
the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. 

The concensus here is that the re- 
sults will injure Root in a_ political 
way; although there are some Repub- 
HNean leaders who express~the view 
that the candidacy of the former New 
York senator will go forward despite 
the defeat of the constitution.

Flags Seized by British 

Halifax, Nov. 1.—The Dutch 
steamer Hamborn, from New York, 
and the steamer Hocking, from New 
York for Norfolk, were brought into 
port here by prize crews from a Brit- 
ish warship. 

The Hocking was formerly the Dan- 
ish steamer Gronland’, but was re- 
cently changed to American registry 
and was flying the American flag when 
overhauled by the: warship.

School Crenciaca: 9 Reports School 
Buildings Safe in Case of Fire. 
Monthly Report of Board of 
Public Works 


The school committee at its meeting 
Tuesday evening‘ considered at length 
the safety of the schools in case of fire, 
and Chairman Henry A. Bodwell re- 
ported that although every recom- 
mendation of the State Inspector in the 
past two years for the pupils’ safety 
had been carried out, and that the 
special Repairs committee which also 
looks after these matters was satisfied 
that everything required by law had 
been done, he deemed it advisable to go 
further and use every possible pre- 
caution to safeguard the children. The 
State Inspector will be called in to make 
suggestions not required by law, and a 
special committee consisting of the 
chairman, with John C. Angus and 
Frederic G. Moore, was chosen to draw 
up rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of janitors regarding fire pre- 
vention and fire hazards, and it is A 
purpose of the committee to have 
monthly reports made on the condition 
of the schools. The Andover schools 
have expended considerable money in 
the last two years on the recommenda- 
tions of the State Inspector, and his 
approval of the fire escape at the Brad- 
lee school was secured last month. This 
was the most recent safety appliance 
requested by the State Inspector.

“Notice to Propet Owners 


You are hereby required on or before Dec. |, 
1915, to destroy the gypsy and brown tail moths 
on your property in this town. 

This notification is in accordance with Chapter 
381, Acts of 1905, as amended by Chapter 268, 
Acts of 1906, which requires cities and towns to 
destroy the eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests of 
| the gypsy and brown {tail moths under heavy 
| penalty for failure to comply with the provisions 
of the law. 

If{-a property owner fails to destroy such egss 

caterpillars, pupae and nests then ‘the city or town 
is required to destroy the same, and the cost of the 
work, in whole or in part, according to the value 
of the land, is assessed upon and becomesgp lien 
| on the land. (See’ Section 6, Chapter 381, 
reverse.) : 
. The selectmen ask owners and tenants to co- 
operate with the town in its work on highways and 
| other public grounds by doing effective work on 
their premises. Citizens who have cleaned their 
| premises ‘of the moths, but find their trees endan- 
gered by the neglect of owners of adjoining estates 
| should make complaint to the selectmen. The 
infestation of a residential neighborhood by the 
neglect of a feW will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be destroyed 
at once with creosote. They should never be 
scraped off the object on which they are laid. 
Careful search should be made for gypsy moth exe 
clusters, not only on trees but also on house walls, 
stone walls, fences and in rubbish heaps, 
Trees in which cavities occur and which it is not 
desirable to cut should have the cavities tinned or 
cemented. This is important. The present and 
future cost of combating this insect can be greatly 
reduced by cutting and burning worthless brush, 
hollow trees, etc. A few trees well cared for are 
| more valuable to the property owner and th 
community than a large number of neglected trees - 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be cut 
from the trees, carefully collected and burned in a 
| stove or furnace. 

Full instructions as to best methods of work 
against the moths may be obtained from the Loca! 
Superintendent, J. H. Playdon, Lowell Street, 07 
from the State Forester, Room 1009, 6 Beacon 
Street, Boston, Mass. 

Work done by contractors should be inspected 
and approved by the Local Superintendent before 
Payment for the same is made.
